THE NAVY AND LITTLE NAVY MEN. 


The little’ savy congressmen on the house com: | 
mittee on naval affairs have defeated the navy gen- 
eral board’s program for the restoration of the 
American navy to second place. The minimum of 
security for the United States is second place. Tne 
* general board’s program would have given this mini- 
mum to the nation in two years. The country 
ad u before the present government was put in 
eontrol. It has since been lost. 

What the little navy men have done in committee, 
the house of representatives, controlled by the same 
influences as controlled the committee, is likely to 
adopt. The senate may not. Whatever hope there 
is of bettering things must rely upon the senate. 

The Republicans on the house committee sup- 
ported the general board program. The Democrats 
not only refused to adopt it but they discarded 
Daniels’ plans and made a program of their own. 
They decided not to authorize the construction of 
dreadnaughts. They agreed to build five powerful, 
swift battle cruisers. The Republicans supported 
the general board’s plan for two dreadnaughts and 
six battle cruisers. The board wanted six scout | 
pruisers: the little navy men allowed four. The 
board wanted twenty-eight destroyers; the little 
navy men allowed ten. The board wanted thirty- 
five submarines; the little navy men allowed twenty. 

The board's estimates represented the judgment of 
men who are in the government service to study 
such problems as naval construction presents. The 
committee’s allowances represent the maximum that | 
could be tortured from men who know little of the 
problems and who will not let the little they do 
know alter their determination not to give 
for proper, defenses. | 

Representative Claude Kitchin, Democratic floor 
leader, said of the committee plans: The refusal 
of the committee to authorize any battleships is sat- 
isfactory to me and constitutes a victory against 
useless expenditure.” i |

Secretary Nockels of the Chicago Federation of 


Labor is against the preparedness parade and 
against preparedness. He says that “ union men 
are opposed to preparedness, since it means to them 
future wars.” 

There is one union man who is not as short- 
sighted and foolishly theoretical as the heads of 
the local federation of labor have shown themselves 
as to defense. His name is Samuel Gompers, who 
has contributed to the discussion on defense some 
of the sanest and most forceful views expressed by 
any public man. The reason why Mr. Gompers is 
for preparedness and Mr. Nockels against it is sim- 
ply that Mr. Gompers has one of the best heads 
among American labor leaders and is capable of real- 
izing how vitally interested the wage earner is in 
the defense of his own country. Mr. Gompers real- 
izes that if we are as weak as Nockels and his like 
want us to be we can neither defend our homes 
nor support our interests in the international com- 
petition whose effects enter every wage earner’s 
home, though he may not know it any more thaa 
Nockels knows it. 

But a labor leader’s opposition to defense legisla- 
tion is especially stupid at a moment when his own 
government has been compelled to accept dictation 
from a foreign power on a labor issue, Perhaps 


Mr. Nockels does not care what happens to Amer- 


ican labor in California. If he does not it is time 
for his constituents in local unions to choose some 
one who can see beyond the end of his nose and real- 
ize that the problem of Asiatic immigration is a 
serious one to every American, especially the wage 
earner and his posterity.

EASTLAND VICTIMS.

The federal government was clearly a party to 
the disaster. Federal inspectors may have fulfilled 
their duty technically, but they did not fulfill their 
purpose, which was to be sure of the safety of the 
Eastland. In the federal regulations, it is recalled, ' 
no scrutiny of the stability of vessels is required. 
It was chiefly this failure, a failure of the federal 
government, that lost the lives of the picnickers on 
the Pastland. 

The bill does not give money to the Eastland vic- 
tims. It merely authorises a federal court to hear 
and decide such cases as are brought to it and to 
award such money as may be equitable. Where the 
government was responsible it should pay. 


THE FAULT OF SERGEANT FURMAN. 
The readiness to assure us that the killing near 
EI Paso of Sergt. Harry Furman of the Twenty- 
third infantry was “his own fault” is natural in 
the local Mexican authorities. It will be matched 
by as great readiness to accept this theory in some 
quarters in the United States.

JUICES OF THE STOMACH. 
HE work of the stomach is two- 

fold. It breaks up the food by 
moistening it as it rolls it over and 
around. It secretes juice, which is 
one of the agents of digestion. 

Birde, having no teeth, must use their 
stomachs to break up their food. In con- 
sequence the stomach of a bird, called 
its giszard, has a very thick, heavy mus- 
cled wall and a lining like the skin on 
the palm of a man’s hand. 

The human animal in theory breaks up 
his food with his teeth and does not 
swallow the mass until it has been thor- 
oughly ground up and mixed with saliva. 
However, there still remains for the stém- 


ach need for a fair amount of churn- 


jing and mixing. Therefore, the human 
stomach has a fairly thick muscular coat, 
but one not to be compared’ with the 
thickness of a gizzard. Why men try to 


is inexplainable except they think them- 
selves built with a gizzard and a crop. 

Last year Prof. A. J. Carison had a 
chance to study a man who had a hole 
jin his stomach. We recall that the foun- 
dation of all we know about the stomach 
was laid by an army surgeon, Beaumont, 
who had a chance to study a fur trader, 
Alexis St. Martin, at Mackinac: Island. 
One pay day Alexis filled up with booze, 
got in a fight, wae shot in the stomach, 
and achieved fame. 

Some of Dr. Carlson's conclusions are 
as follows: The “empty”. stomach is 
never empty. It contains from two tea- 
spoonfuls to two ounces of gastric juice. 
The amount is greatest before breakfast. 
Secretion of gastric juicé goes on all the 
time. The amount secreted per hour 
when the stomach is empty“ varies from 


thirty drops to two ounces. : 


— 
Thinking about food increases * 
cretion of juice. Seeing and smelling food 
increases the amount of juice. The more 
palatable, pleasing and appealing the 
food, the greater is the secretion of juice, 
Chewing indifferent substances without 
the taste or flavor of foods does not in- 
crease the flow of juice. . 

As soon as chewing of food starts the 
secretion of juice starts up. The more 
palatable the food, the stronger it ap- 
peals to the taste, the more rapid the se- 
cretion of juice. The amount secreted is 
adout 80 drops a minute. As soon as chew- 
ing stops the rate of flow of the juice 
slows up. Therefore, the longer the act 
of chewing is kept up the more gastric 
juice will be secreted. An average per- 
son secretes about three pints of gastric 
juice during twenty-four hours. The 
amount secreted during the heavy meal 
[dinner] is about a pint and a half. 

These observations and similar observa- 
tions by the great Russian, Pawlaw. and 
oth tell us a few things which we al- 
ready knew, but were not able to prove. 
They prove that a good appetite is an aid 


to digestion; that savory, palatable food 
is more easily digested than food which 
does not appeal; that prolonged, thor- 
ough chewing helps to digest the food. 
Perhaps also it explains why a cup of 
water before breakfast feels right and 
possibly aids digestion Perhaps also it 


explains why. when after a full meal one 
feels that his digestion is slow. he gets 


relief from chewing highly flavored gum.

the business transacted at the sitting. 
Then, too, the late King Edward, and 
also Queen Victoria, carried on a most 
éxtensive correspondence with foreign 
sovereigns and their relatives abroad not 
only concerning family matters but also 
about the political questions of the day.

The first person of any importance to 
have to these archives, which are 
preserved for the most part at Windsor 
eastie, and the remainder at Buckingham 
palace, was Sir Theodore Martin, when 
he was writing the official “ Life of the 
Prince Consort.”

When 
King Louis Philippe of France lost his 
throne in 1848, his children and grand- 
children preceded him in his flight to 
England, and on their arrival Joseph 
Bates placed Sheen house at their dis- 
posal. It was there that they were joined 
later on by the exiled king and queen, who 
subsequently moved to the royal palace of 
Claremont, loaned to them by Queen Vic- 


Lord Esher’s office at’ court has hitherto 
deen that of deputy constable and gov- 
ernor of Windsor castle. That of keeper 
of the king’s archives conveys a more just 
impression of his importance in the royal 
household, which he helped Lord Far- 
quhar and Sir Ernest Cassel, both inti- 
mate friefids and associates of his, to 


completely reorganize on a much more ad- 


vantageous basis on the accession to the 
throne of King Edward.

Lord Bsher first entered public life at 
the age of 26 as private secretary of the

Hartington, and for nearly a decade Reg-

Even William Roscoe Thayer, profes- 
sor of modern history at Harvard, has 
lost his head. In a white heat of fury he 
has written, “GERMANY VS. CIVILI- 
ZATION: NOTES ON THE ATROCIOUS 
WAR (Hovughton-Miffiin company), a 
broadside attack in which he indicts the 
whole German nation. He repeats all the | 
old theories of the inflaming influence of 
writers on the German mind; all the 
stories of German atrocities in Belgium; 
all the piffie about Dngland ae the re- 
specter of treaties and the protector of 
weak nations. Incidentally he indicts 
President Wileon for his failure to act 
when Belgium's neutrality was violated. 
Has the Harvard professor of modern 
history never read the articles of The 
Hague convention as amended by the 
United States senate. —

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Both he and Anton Nyström, the dis- 
tinguished Swedish writer and phil- 
osopher, believe that the whole German 
nation has reverted from civilization to 
barbarism, and that it represents a case of 
“gollective megalomania.”’ Mr. Nyström's 
work, “BEFORE, DURING, AND 
AFTER 1914" (Scribner's), is a much 
saner work than Thayer's, although for 
a pacifist, the author is decidedly un- 
neutral. 

He regards the German claims to su- 
periority as preposterous, and the nation 
altogether wrong in its fears of its neigh- 
bors. He arrays an astonishing stock of 
German quotations to preve their arro- 
gance and gives as one of the chief causes 

ot the war the increasing birthrate, 
which, he intimates; should be checked. 
Even one sided as it ia, his book deserves 
a careful reading.

Mr. Thomas F. A. Smith, an English- 
man, who taught twelve years in German 
schools and colleges, has compiled a 
book, WHAT GERMANY THINKS” 
(Doran), which goes over much the same 
ground as the other works tianed, 
collecting a mass of writings, public and 
private, by Germans of all classes, the 
idea being to show that the race has gone 
mad—hypnotised by the kaiser and the 
court circle. He gives the German 
credit for efficiency, and tells his own 
countrymen that they might learn some- 
thing in that respect from them. 

William H. Skaggs of 
Chicago, of southern birth, who at the 
age of 25 was mayor of his native town, 
unnamed. He is the author of GR- 
MAN CONSPIRACIBS IN AMERICA”

"ied Carrots with Pepper. 

HE minerals of our food might most 

~ inuminatingly be compared with 

radium, which exists in such minute 

quantities and yet is so powerful. 

A large number of foods which are 
helpful in keeping people from anemia 
contain only 1 per cent of ash, the word 
used to include all the iron, the phos- 
phorus, calcium, and other minerals in a 
given food. Yet this 1 per cent of organic 
matter may be, I do not know how many 
times, as useful as the same mineral mat- 
ter taken from the earth [inorganic] and 
given to people as a medicine. 

One of the scientific investigators of the 
subject says: From a purely physical 
standpoint mineral starvation is usually 
the primary cause of disease. 
Mineral starvation, regardless of the ca- 
loriz value of the foode ingested, is fol- 
lowed by disturbances in the vital proc- 
esses and activities of the human organ- 
ism, a reduced supply of vital energy, pol- 
lution of the blood, bod} juices, and tis- 
sues, and the preparation of a tissue soll 
in which parasites thrive and multiply 
without hindrance. Applying these facts 
and conclusions, we find that the food 
minerals can no longer be ignored by ra- 
tional therapeutics. A rational scientific 
estimation of the value of foodstuffs must 
include the mineral bodies.“ 
| Bodies is a large word to use for so small 
a per cent, for instance, of mineral mat- 
ter as is in the carrot, yet in influence this 
is great enough for the name. The proc- 
ess of cooking which makes carrots un- 
palatable is the same as that which re- 
moves the minerals, but these may be 

every whit preserved, and the carrots be 
as savory as the best mutton stew, with 
none of what we ed to think was their 
characteristic flavor. 
The Recipe. 

Wash, scrape, and slice a bunch of ar- 
rots into a small aluminium kettle with a 
cover. ‘Slice also two small onions and 
add with about a tablespoon of finely cut 
green pepper. Add a large tablespoon of 
sugar, or according to taste, an equal 
amount of butter and a half cup of cold 
water.
